If he can afford 
it, he might build in a patio with 
dwarfed Japanese pines and 
‘espaliers for vines along the walls.

Good Air 


“To be sure,” he said, “I don’t 
know where they are going to get 
good air. If the air is poisoned by 
fallout to the degree that it will 
cause death, then it will be 
breathed in whether one is in or 
out of a shelter. 


“And then there is the first 
blast. When we dropped old-fash- 
ioned bombs on Tokyo we not 
only set the city on fire, but we 
killed thousands by burning up 
the oxygen inside the tremendous 
circles of fire set by the bombs. 


The fire blast from a 10-megaton : 


bomb will set up an _ inferno 
thousands of times more’ oxygen- 
consuming than the Tokyo fires. 
I keep thinking of the primitive 
Alaskan natives burned in their 
hut. 


“Shelters out in the country, or 
those in distant suburbs which are 
lucky enough to be well out of 
the attack area where the bombs 
fall, will save some lives. But 
where will one be when the bombs 
arrive? In the house and in bed? 
Or at the office? Will the kids be 
at school? Will the wife be at 
the supermarket? There won’t be 
any warning. There won't be time 
to hurry home from town. And 
where will one go afterward?

I stopped by a lunch counter in a large | 


drug store the other day to eat a sandwich. The | 4 
man who sat two stools down had a fine face. 


He looked honest and determined. He ordered a mg of beef 
stew. When the waitress brought it he stirred it a little and asked, 
“Where is the beef?” The waitress just smiled at him. 


He lifted the bowl of stew and 
said, “I would appreciate it if 
you would put some beef in 
this.”’ 

The waitress took it back to 
the chef and a low tone confer- 
ence took place. They looked at 
the man as if to ask, ‘‘Do you 
expect to get beef in beef stew 
at this price?”

RAISES EYEBROWS 


The task force’s proposal to use 
only the radar elements of SAGE 
raised eyebrows in government 
and industry. Many aviation ex- 
perts have believed the entire 
SAGE system could be utilized for 
air traffic control at considerably 
less expense than developing what 
amounts to a new ATC system. 


But Beacon said it would be 
cheaper in the long run to build 
on the present ATC system, 
absorbing from SAGE only its 
vast radar units. 


The estimated cost of $500 mil- 
lion over the next five years is 
double current FAA spending 
plans for that period. Beacon 
made no recommendations on fi- 
nancing methods, but a battle 
royal will break out if the airlines 
are asked to shoulder part of the 
expense through higher user 
charges.

Senate was machine-gunned under mysterious circum- 
stances near here Sunday afternoon and died shortly 


afterwards. 


The victim, Salan Benacer, 61, 
had been elected to the upper 
house in 1959 on a “French Al- 
geria”’ ticket. Lately, however, 
he had advocated negotiations 
between France and the Nation- 
alist provisional government in 
Tunis. ' 


Benacer was mayor of Mekla, 
a Berber town of about 15,000 
inhabitants in the rugged moun- 
tains of the Grande Kabylie some 
70 miles east of Algiers. At least 
two relatives of the senator were 
killed by nationalist guerrillas 
during the first years of the re- 
bellion. 


Benacer himself was captured 
by guerrillas in 1958 after he had 
publicly declared for the regime 
of President Charles de Gaulle. 
He was a prisoner of the rebels 
in a field camp in the mountains 
when a French army unit made 


a raid in the area and liberated 
him.
